Ash Wednesday marks 
start of Lenten season

SAN DIEGO—Lent, the season of intense 
evangelization of the Church's own members and 
those Preparing for baptism, begins: next 
Wednesday, March 4, with the distribution of ashes 
in all churches throughout the diocese. 


The 40-day Lenten season will continue until the 
Mass of the Lord’s Supper on Holy Thursday, which 
falls on April 16 this year. Holy Thursday, Good 
Friday, and Holy Saturday, the Easter Triduum, will 
climax with Easter Sunday, April 19. 


DIOCESAN REGULATIONS for Lent call for Ash 
Wednesday and Good Friday to be observed as days 
of both fast and abstinence; ali the Fridays in Lent 
are days of abstinence only. Fasting implies only 
one full meal that day, with two lighter meals which 
do not add up to another full meal; abstinence 
means going without all meat and meat products for 
the day. 


In his 1981 Lenten message, Pope John Paul |! 
reminds all Christians that the ashes we receive on 
our heads serve to remind us of the dust from which 
we came and the dust to which we will return. 


“Remember, man, you are called to things other 
than these worldly and material goods that can 
easily divert you from what is essential,” said the 
Holy Father. “Remember, man, your first calling: 
you come from God, and you return to God by going 
towards the Resurrection which is the path marked 
out by Christ.” 


POPE JOHN PAUL said Lent is a time of truth, a 
truth which brings conversion, restores hope, atime 
of truth which calls us to share ourselves and what 
we have with others, atime of truth in which we must 
examine ourselves, a time to open our hearts and 
hands to the needs of others. 


“The Good Samaritan is the Church! The Good 
Samaritan is every man and woman! By calling! By 
duty! The Good Samaritan lives charity,” said the 
pope. 

An increasing number of parishes throughout the 
United States, including some in our own diocese, 
are using a relatively new program called From 
Ashes to Easter, which sees Lent as a period of 
conversion and faith. 


FROM ASHES TO EASTER invites everyone in 
the parish to Participate in a program of renewal 
throughout the entire Lenten period; Sunday Mass 
is at the heart of the program, which may then be 
Carried out into the home and into small discussion 
and prayer groups.

symbols, and a shared faith experience form an 
integrated whole which can lead to new life, to a 
deeper level of insight and vision, noted Paulist 
Father G. Thomas Ryan, director of the Center for 
Pastoral Liturgy of the Catholic University of 
America in Washingtoh, D:C- 


Father Ryan was in San Diego earlier this month 
to conduct a From Ashes to Easter workshop at St. 
Therese parish. Two hundred people representing 
23 parishes of the diocese came to hear Father Ryan 
speak, said Father Raymond G. O'Donnell, director 
of the diocesan Center for Liturgy and Prayer which 
Sponsored the workshop. 


LENT MUST ALWAYS be seen in the light of 
Easter, said Father Ryan. “Lent prepares us for the 
Paschal event. It forms us into the Body of Christ,” 
he noted. “Lentisatimeto do inan intensive manner 
what we should be doing all year long—living and 
growing in our baptism and our Easter faith.” 


We must see the Lenten liturgy as something 
more than just simply a history lesson, said Father 
Ryan. “Liturgy is a prime teacher of our faith. It is 
Jesus Christ risen and alive today in our own lives.”

Pope in Far East 


Demands social justice, 
adherence to teachings

Pope John Paul II began his 12-day journey to the 
Far East with a three-hour Stopover at Karachi, 
Pakistan, Feb. 16. The Pope celebrated Mass for 
100,000 persons at the National Stadium while his 
Alitalia DC-10 was being refueled, unaware that 
only minutes earlier a young man was killed when a 
hand grenade he was Carrying into the stadium 
exploded. 


The pope landed in Manila 18 hours after leaving 
Rome, primarily for the purpose of beatifying 
Lorenzo Ruiz, a Philippine layman martyred along 
with 15 others almost 400 years agoin Japan. Guam 
and Japan are also on the Holy Father’s itinerary, 
with a refueling stop and Mass in Anchorage, 
Alaska, tomorrow (Feb. 27) before returning to 
Rome. 


AS HE HAS ON HIS other foreign trips, the pope 
came out firmly in support of the poor and 
underprivileged, and just as firmly supported 
traditional Church teachings on the indissolubility 
of marriage, the ban on artificial contraception, and . 
the norm of priestly celibacy. And while he urged 
bishops, priests, and Religious to intensify their 
efforts for social justice, the pope also asked them to 
remember that they must first be faithful to the 
Gospel and not see themselves merely as social 
workers. 


The pope also told Philippine President 
Ferdinand Marcos that there is simply no 
justification for the suppression of human freedom 
and dignity, even in the interests of state security. 
Marcos had eased somewhat eight years of martial 
law to coincide with the pope's visit, but has still 
retained considerable power by using other 
government agencies as a front. 


All schools and government offices in Manila 
were closed for the pope’s arrival, and people were 
lined 10-deep on both sides of the street. Hundreds 
of thousands came out to see the Holy Father, many 
wearing colorful native dress despite high humidity 
and temperatures and a glaring sun. 


IN A SPEECH TO women Religious at Manila’s 
National Shrine of Our Lady of Perpetual Hope, 
Pope John Paul said religious consecration “is a 
visible testimony to the world of the deep mystery of 
Christ,” and told the nuns and Sisters that they 
represent Him in contemplative Prayer, proclaiming 
the Gospel, healing the sick, converting sinners, 
and doing good to all, “always in obedience to the 
will of God.” 

The pope, ina homily later that day to religious 
priests and Brothers, said the Church needs to be 
attentive to the needs of men and women of our 
times, and to seek new ways to further the Gospel 
and promote human values, “but in harmony with 
the teaching of the Church.” 


“You are priests and Religious, not social or 
political leaders,” said the pope, who noted that his 
arrival in Manila coincided with the 400th 
anniversary of the arrival of the Philippine’s first 
bishop, Domingo de Salazar, who had been sent to 
the islands by Pope Gregory XIII. “The same love of 
the Gospel and the Philippine people brings me 
here as the present bishop of Rome,” he said. 


AT A RECEPTION THAT evening in the 
presidential palace, Pope John Paul urged the 
Philippine leader to “preserve and reinforce your 
respect for the role of women in the home, 
education and other challenges of life in society, 
keep and strengthen your reverence for the aged, 
the disabled, and the sick,” and above all to seek 
peace and overcome inequality, injustice, and 
poverty. 


The pope’s second full day in Manila (Feb. 16) was 
marked by warnings to professional people and 
Students to avoid elitism and to place themselves at 
the service of others who do not have the same 
Opportunities and advantages in life. 

At the Araneta Coliseum, the Holy Father 
reminded doctors, lawyers, educators, and leading

STATE PAYS—The Massachusetts Supreme 
Court has ruled unconstitutional a 1979 state law 
limiting public financing of abortions to cases 
where the woman’s life might be endangered by 
giving birth. The court ordered the state to pay for all 
“medically necessary” abortions for women on 
welfare, even if their lives are not in danger. 


EDUCATION MARATHON— Schools that 
participated in the Minnesota Marathon for Non- 
Public Education raised almost $1.26 million, 
according to a final report released by the marathon 
office. 


TAX SYSTEM ‘UNJUST’— Connecticut's proper- 
ty tax system for local governments is unjust and 
contrary to the teachings of the Catholic Church, 
according to a Hartford archdiocesan official, 
Frederick Perella, who said property tax systems 
tend to benefit the rich at the expense of the poor. 


PRECEDENT SET — An injunction by the Ontario 
Supreme Court halting an abortion has set a 
precedent in Canadian law by recognizing that 
“fetuses and natural fathers have rights in addition 
to mothers’ rights.” The injunction to halt the 
abortion was sought by the unborn child’s 17-year- 
old father, who said he will raise the baby. 


PROTECT NEEDY— Cardinal Humberto 
Medieros of Boston and 14 Protestant and Orthodox 
churchmen in Massachusetts have urged the 
governor and state legislature “to protect the 
neediest and most vulnerable among us” from 
bearing the brunt of a tax limitation measure.

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DPC adopts constitution, 
endorses tuition tax Credits

CHULA VISTA—The right of 
Parents to determine how their 
children are to be educated and the 

_ importance of youth ministry to the 
Church today were among some of 
the topics discussed at the quarterly 
meeting of the Diocesan Pastoral 
Council last Saturday. 


The DPC consists of clergy, 
Religious, and laity who meet on a 
regular basis with Bishop Leo T. 
Maher and function throughout the 
year on a deanery level and through 
Special commissions which are 
charged with concerns ranging from 
peace and justice to education to 
liturgy to communications. 


AFTER BEING welcomed by 
Father Donald Kulleck, pastor of St. 
Pius X parish, which hosted the 
meeting, the DPC finally adopted a 
revised constitution and heard 
reports from several of its standing 
commissions. 


Msgr. |. Brent Eagen, diocesan 
chancellor, reviewed Stewardship ’80

and expressed a hope that this year’s 
campaign would come closer to 
meeting diocesan goals. Last year 
Stewardship rebated a half-million 
dollars to the parishes while 
contributing $945,000 to the ongoing 
religious, welfare, and educational 
ministries of the Church in San Diego 
and Imperial Counties. 


“We have one of the most success- 
ful programs in the country in terms 
of reduced Operating costs,” said 
Msgr. Eagen. “The money is being 
used where it is promised.” 


BISHOP MAHER pointed out that 
only about 30 percent of the 
Catholics in our diocese are con- 
tributing to Stewardship, and that 
many needs still exist. “We badly 
need a men’s shelter. We try to give 
the homeless tickets for hotels, but 
many of these poor men simply have 
no place to go,” he gave as one 
example. 


“Stewardship is ultimately a matter 
of faith and not of money,” observed 


Msgr. Rudolph Galindo, rector of St. 
Joseph Cathedral. “It is a campaign 
of love motivated by the fact that we 
are stewards of the Gospel.” 


Msgr. Galindo then reported on the 
frustrations of many young people in 
the Imperial Valley because of lack of 
educational and vocational opportu- 
nities, and urged the DPC to adda 
youth representative to the group, a 
motion which was adopted. Also 
approved were statements dealing 
with Salvadoran refugees in the U.S. 
and the plight of EI Salvador itself, 
positions which had been prepared 
by the peace and justice commission. 


A REPORT FROM the parish 
_council commission showed that of 
89 parishes in the diocese, 69 have 
parish councils, three are in the 
Process of establishing them, six 
reported that they have the equivalent 
of a parish council, eight do not have 
them, and one parish did not report; 
two parishes formed within the last 
year were not included in the survey. 


The DPC has received a communi- 
cation from its counterpart in the 
Cleveland diocese asking it to 
support tuition tax credits for parents 
who send their children to parochial 
schools, a move which both the 
council and Bishop Maher endorsed. 
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“We must support the right of 
parents to select the education their 
children are to receive, and we must 
Support parents who seek tax 
credits,” said the bishop, who also 
urged signature Support for the 
Coons voucher initiative, which will 
be placed before California voters 
within the next year or so. 


A SPECIAL Focus on the South 
Bay was Presented by Ronald 
Backes, president of the South Bay 
Deanery; the churches which make 
up the deanery are especially active 
in areas of youth ministry and 
religious instruction (CCD). 


Bill Frost, a youth minister at St. 
Pius X, and Lois Richards, CCD 
Principal at St. Pius, briefed the DPC 
members on the extensive involve- 
ment of the South Bay parishes in 
Cooperative ventures such as youth 
days and coordinated CCD and 
sacramental instruction. 


Bishop Maher was later principal 
celebrant of a Mass for the DPC 
representatives, who were then 
served a luncheon by St. Pius xX 
parishioners. The next meeting of the 
Diocesan Pastoral Council, to be 
hosted by the University Deanery, will 
be in May.

The needs are many 


We often hear the word “commitment” used in regard to 
our life in the Church. How many of us, | wonder, are 
committed? 

Of course, we know there are many Catholics who are, 
as we can see from the list of movements, associations, 
and groups in our diocese, whose aim is to bear witness to 
Jesus Christ and to make known the Good News. 


Is this enough? When one considers the needs of the 
Church and the world today, the only possible answer is 
“no.” The people who are truly involved are too few. Yet, if 
one is a true believer, one must be involved. 

What does faith change in a person's life? 

To believe is to feel responsible for others before God; 
believing means teaming up with Christ to save the world. 
The salvation we believe inis offered by God to all men and 
women of good will. 

He chose a people — He chose us — to spread the Word, 
to shout the Good News to the whole world by our words, 
our way of living, our actions, our way of uniting with 
others to defend the values He preached, by the kind of 
causes we choose to fight for, by our prayer life. 


Is it possible to be one of Christ’s disciples, to say “yes” 
to Him, and at the same time, leave others to their misery, 
to their sins, ignoring them?

Why, then, are so many Catholics content to let their 


commitment end with going to Mass and using their 


envelopes? 

| am reminded of a biography of St. Vicent de Paul which 
| read last year. There is an incident told of where a wealthy 
woman, after having reminded St. Vincent of all the money 
she had given the poor and all the other forms of good she 
had done for them, asked the saint what else there could 
possibly be for her to do. 


The saint’s answer was simple: “More.” 


This kind of answer can be disturbing. It can even seem 
harsh when we realize how all of us are pressed for time, 
overworked, tired, on edge. 


Does the saint’s answe; call for a change in our 
priorities? A reorganization of our schedules? A revision of 
our objectives? 


| honestly don’t know. Without having all the answers, 
though, | do know that having the faith and belonging to 
the Church entails working with God and with one another 
toward the salvation of our brothers and sisters, wherever 
they live. 


This is commitment. This is getting involved. This is St. 
Vincent de Paul’s “more.” 


To realize just how demanding our religion really is, we 
only have to listen again to Christ’s words: 


If anyone wants to be a follower of mine, let him 
renounce himself and take up his cross every day and 
follow me. For anyone who wants to save his life will 
lose It; but anyone who loses his life for my sake, that 
man will save it.

SACRAMENTO—Should Califor- 
nia’s Agricultural Labor Relations Act 
be made a carbon copy of the 
National Labor Relations Act? 


The agri-business community says 
yes. The labor unions, particularly the 
United Farm Workers of America 
headed by Cesar Chavez, say no. 


WHERE DO RELIGIOUS organiza- 
tions stand? By and large those that 
have legislative advocates in the state 
capital support the farm workers. 


The issue is before the 1981 session 
of the state legislature in the form of 
Assembly Bill 34 by Assemblyman 
Richard Lehman, D-Fresno, and 
Senate Bill 50 by Senator William 
Craven, R-Imperial Valley. 


These bills essentially would make 
the ALRA identical with the NIRA. 


ON THE FACE of it, there would 
appear to be no cause for contro- 
versy. After all the NLRB, a product of 
the New Deal, has served manage- 
ment and labor well for more than 40 
years. 


But the farm workers are skeptical 
and will throw their political muscle 
into the fight to defeat AB 34 and SB 
50. Similar bills have been killed in the 
past. 


The National Conference of Catho- 
lic Bishops, the National Farm Worker 
Ministry, California Church Council, 
and National Council of Churches are 
expected to support the workers. 


Here are some of the provisions of 
the legislation the unions fear, 
according to the California Church 
Council: 


e Employers could obtain a 60-day 
injunction against strikes; in many 
crops that would eliminate the 
possibility of effective strikes. 


e Workers could file for a union 
representation election when only a 
small percentage of the work force is 
on the farm; 10 year-round workers 
could. make a decision for 500 
seasonal workers. 


e Further limitations would be 
placed on farm workers’ boycotts. 


Father Keith Kenny, director of 
research and planning for the 
Sacramento diocese, argues the 
provisions of the NIRA are tailored to 
long-established labor-management 
relationships, whereas California’s 
ALRA, enacted in 1975, meets the 
needs of unorganized workers who, 
at best, must overcome major 
obstacles to gain recognition and win 
contracts. 

“Under the proposed legislation,” 
he said, “an employer can string outa 
dispute forever.” 


FATHER KENNY is among a 
number of Catholic priests who have 
been active in the farm worker 
movement. Others include Father 
Eugene Boyle of San Francisco; 
Father Bill O’Donnell of Oakland; 
Msgr. George Higgins of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops and 
Bishop Roger Mahoney of Stockton. 

In several instances Catholic 
priests in recent years have been 
jailed during the bitter struggles 
between growers and farm workers. 


Here is another issue that will bring 
crowds to the capital with their 
banners and loudspeakers. This is 
democracy in action.

Vows are ‘links’ to Christ 

VATICAN CITY (NC)— Poverty, chastity, and 
obedience are the “sacred links” which connect priests 
and nuns to Christ's “decisive battie against the spirit of 
the world,” Pope John Paul II said before leaving on his trip 
to the Far East. 

The pope celebrated an evening Mass in St. Peter’s 
Basilica to mark the feast of the Presentation of the Lord 
and to accept the traditional offering of candles from men 
and women Religious living in Rome. 


SPEAKING TO HUNDREDS of Religious in St. Peter’s 
Basilica, Pope John Paul said the vow of chastity “makesa 
person’s heart free in charity toward God and toward 
brothers and sisters.” . 

He said that poverty “makes us participants in the 
poverty of Christ” and obedience “unites us to the saving 
will of God.” 

Pope John Paul called the candles they were holding 
“the symbol of Christ and symbol of His power and 
messianic mission.” 

“This candle also represents the light of faith, infused in 
you by holy baptism,” he said. 


“BUT THIS CANDLE, in the hands of you men and 
women Religious, particularly signifies that unconditional 
choice that you have made of Christ, light of your lives, in 
the definitive and total gift of yourselves, dedicating 
yourselves to religious life, which is one of the most perfect 
forms of baptismal consecration,” the pope added. 


The Mass featured a Prayer of the Faithful in Japanese, 
expressing best wishes for Pope John Paul's Feb. 16-27 
tour of the Far East. 


The pope is to spend four days in three Japanese cities. 
Although he has been studying Japanese for several 
months, a Japanese nun recited the prayer.

One, Holy, Catholic, and Apostolic 


Roman Catholics are not alone in professing belief in the 
Church as “...one, holy, catholic, and apostolic.” This 
familiar formula is part of the Nicene Creed dating back to 
the fourth century. The original meaning of the word 
catholic was “general” or “universal.” It was applied to the 
Church because her doctrine was believed “...every- 
where, always, and by all.” This threefold test of catholicity 
remains the touchstone of the true faith. As Catholics we 
believe that the Holy Father teaches that faith with unique 
authority. To be Catholic is to accept the doctrine taught 
by the pope and the bishops in union with the Holy See. 


Residents of the San Marcos area have been invited 
recently to attend Sunday Mass with a group of former 
Anglicans who have formed what they call “Transfigura- 
tion Catholic Church.” A newspaper notice inaccurately 
asserted that the group, part of the Pro-Diocese of St. 
Augustine of Canterbury, had been accepted by Pope 
John Paul II and the Roman Catholic Church as members 
sharing a common identity. Although members of the pro- 
diocese, including the San Marcos group, have made 
professions of faith and expressed a desire to become 


Roman Catholics, the Sacred Congregation for the . 


Doctrine of the Faith has not yet made a reply. 


The Holy See’s decision last summer to accept former 
Anglicans as members of the Roman Catholic Church 
while retaining a “common identity” as former Anglicans 
has puzzled many ecumenists. Given the confusion 
already involved in the process by which this decision is to 
be implemented, especially in the case of former Anglican 
priests who wish to be ordained as Roman Catholics, it is 
regrettable that the local group of former Anglicans.has 
added to the confusion by its premature claim to union 
with the Holy See.

| have always loved the rain, not lightly as in 
preference to another alternative, but deeply, 
emotionally, like a much-loved friend. The drip, drip 
of raindrops from the eaves is balm to my spirit; the 
darkening wetness of the earth moves me like the 
peacefulness of a long-awaited embrace and 
tensions flow away and find their home in the 
rivulets running off the slopes. 


Let others complain and deplore it as they will, for 
me it is always harmonizing and integrating. 
Whether it falls as gently as mercy or with all the 
clash and crash of a full-scale thunderstorm, it 
brings irrepressible joy and a sense of rightness, of 
profound gratitude. 


PERHAPS IT IS because once | lived on the edge 
of a desert where rain is the greatest blessing.a 
person could wish that it is always such a pleasure, 
even in those northern islands where it seems to fall 
endlessly, day after day. Once you have recognized 
something as a blessing in itself it is not hard to 
welcome it whenever and however it comes. 


It occurred to me that rainfallis not unlike the flow 
of God’s love in the lives of men and women. 
Sometimes it is strong and steady like a specific 
answer. to something prayed for. At other times it 
may be frightening, confusing, and threatening in 
its strength. 


God’s love can be as formidable as the raging 
torrents of rain-swollen streams and rivers when we 
have somehow blocked the normal channels 
through which it would flow. When we build in river 
beds and divert natural water courses or cut roads 
through them, we should not be shocked or angered 
when floods carry away all that we have built. 


WHEN WE BLOCK OURSELVES to the flow of 
God’s power and build up the monuments to self- 
interest or use our talents to lay foundations for 
paths that cut through or across the way that is His, 
we should be prepared to suffer a bit when He finds 
His true passage through us and destroys the small 
idols we have come to cherish. 


Everything has its place. If we keep our waterways 
cleared and free of silt and steward our water 
resources wisely, with respect for the nature of rain 
and the way it flows on earth, it is easier to accept 
that when floods come it is in the natural course of 
things. 

If we maintain clear channels of communication 
with God, sweeping out the debris of negativism and 
unforgiveness regularly and every now and again 
giving them a thorough vacuum-cleaning with a 
prayerful retreat, then the tragedies and trials that 
life brings with it will not be as destructive and 
terrifying, because we will see them in -God’s 
perspective.

WHEN THINGS ARE IN their rightful places their 
power, even when fully unleashed, need not be 
threatening — awesome, beautiful, “mind-blowing” 
perhaps—and could be mind-changing and life- 
altering. But for that, we need to be sure that we, too, 
are in our right place. 


If we are not sure just what our place might be, 
well, next week brings Ash Wednesday, and Ash 
Wednesday always puts us in our place! It calls to 
mind our impotency in the midst of all our 
achievements; our inadequacy in the midst of all our 
accomplishments; our myopia despite our “cosmic” 
vision; our lovelessness in the light of God’s love for 
us. 


Traditionally, we burn the palms that marked the 
height of Jesus’ popular triumph when He rode into 
Jerusalem where the people wanted to make Him 
king. And with the ash that remains we are anointed 
and reminded of the transitoriness of everything but 
what is bound in the love of God. 


WE ARE PUNY PEOPLE, but not with an 
insignificance that would allow us to be destroyed 
‘and washed away by the power of God’s love. We 
are puny with the slightness of a raindrop, which of 
itself is nothing, but in union with God and its 
fellows, becomes part of a flood—a flood that will 
find its way through every obstacle, whatever the 
world may do to stop it.

Q: When priests concelebrate at 
Mass, what vestments are they to 
wear? 


A: The main celebrant wears alb, 
Stole, and chasuble. For a good 
reason the concelebrants may wear 
just the alb and stole. The problem 
arises that the traditional alb 
‘“presents aesthetic problems” 
because it was meant to be an 
undergarment. Therefore, according 
to the November 1980 BCL News- 
letter, “In the USA the chasuble-alb 
has been approved for use by 
concelebrants and provides a 
welcome alternative to the traditional 
alb.” We are also reminded that it is 
not permitted simply to wear the stole 
over the monastic habit or clerical 
street dress.

Seek first the kingdom of God 


March 1, 1981, Eighth Sunday in Ordinary Time. 
Isaiah 49:14-15; | Corinthians 4:1-5; Matthew 6:24- 
34. 


The Lenten season begins next week with Ash 
Wednesday. This is our final Sunday in Ordinary 
Time until June. We will observe five Sundays of 
Lent, Passion (Palm) Sunday, and the eight 
Sundays of Easter before resuming Ordinary Time 
on June 7 (10th week), Pentecost Sunday. 


Our reading from Isaiah is part of a larger poem 
which in its entirety is a disputation: Israel argues 
with the Lord that He has seemingly abandoned 
them. But this is Purely a subjective judgment, 
because God is always near to us, even when He 
seems most distant. 

IN TODAY’S GOSPEL, Jesus will present us with 
a loving, providing Father, but Isaiah gives us one of 
the tenderest portrayals of divine love, that of a 
loving mother for her child. Coulda rea/ mother ever 
abandon her child? Neither will God ever forsake 
His people; He may chastise, but He is always 
present. 

St. Paul presents himself to the Corinthian 
Church as an apostle of Christ, as a steward of the 


mysteries, the hidden plan which will bring all men 
to salvation. As a faithful steward, Paul is 
responsible to Jesus Christ and none other, 
entrusted to proclaim his master’s Gospel. 


No matter how the community receives him, Paul 
intends to be a faithful steward of Christ. He is not 
subject to the criticism of the people who receive his 
message, for the message is Christ’s. We judge by 
human standards, but Christ will judge us by His 
standards, bringing to light what has been hiddenin 
darkness. 


AS A FAITHFUL steward, Paul will only submit to 
a judgment by God; but the apostle’s authority he 
has received finds its expression in loving service, 
all the while being ever vigilant and faithful to the 
truth. 


Jesus tells us that true freedom is to be found only 
in Spiritual poverty. We have the classic problem of 
faith versus anxiety in our Gospel reading, and the 
two are mutually exclusive. 


The pagans pursue the things of this world. They 
are preoccupied with the clothes they wear and 
where their next meal is coming from. St. Matthew 


shows us Jesus pointing to the works of His Father, 
the birds of the air, the flowers in the field; they do 
nothing but the immediate tasks of the day, and yet 
the Father provides for them with love and mercy © 
and splendor. 


WE CANNOT PURSUE the Kingdom of God with 
half a heart, with divided loyalties. We are to first 
seek the Kingdom of God and trust that the God who 
Provides for the simplest creatures of nature will 
provide for us, His crowning work of creation. 


Mankind must submit itself to the providence of 
God. Only this way can we free Ourselves of the 
burdens of daily life and see beyond the limited 
confines of the cares which enslave us. Cares will 
always be with us in the forms of temptation and 
despair, but the whole point of our life in Christ is to 
resist temptation, to conquer despair. ~

but we will never experience His peace unless we go 
Out to meet Him in the faith His Son has called us to. 
Our days must be spent confidently trusting in God, 
because the worries of this world will not add a 
single day to our lives, which have God as their final 
end.

‘Were once our neighbors 
and will be once more’ 


SANTA FE, N.M. (NC)—In a 
pastoral letter marking the anniver- 
sary of last year’s riot at Santa Fe 
State Penitentiary, Archbishop 
Robert F. Sanchez of Santa Fe urged 
Catholics to look upon state prisons 
“as principally centers of rehabilita- 
tion and healing.” The letter 
commemorated the riot on Feb. 2, 
1980, at the state prison in which 33 
prisoners lost their lives. 


Archbishop Sanchez also ques- 
tioned the justifiability of capital 
punishment, which is legal in New 
Mexico. Four inmates of the Santa Fe 
penitentiary were to be tried for 
murder in connection with last year’s 
riot. 


“WE WOULD BE negligent not only 
as Christian people, but as citizens of 
the state of New Mexico,’ the 
archbishop said in the pastoral, “if we 
were to assume the attitude that 
somehow corrections belong to a 
select few. The demanding and 
challenging work of corrections is 
part of that government which we 
believe to be of the people, for the 
people, and by the people.” 


The men and women in prisons 
“were not long ago our neighbors and 
will again be our neighbors in the 
future,” Archbishop Sanchez said. 
“The spirit of Christian brotherhood 
demands no less of us than to treat 
them with dignity and respect as our 


brothers and sisters and to concern 
ourselves with their rehabilitation and 
re-entry into our society as soon as 
that is possible.” 


Stating that some Catholics “still 
regard our correctional institutions 
as centers for punishment and 
warehouses where prisoners are to 
be kept securely behind bars until 
they have paid their debt to society,” 
the archbishop pleaded with the 
people of the archdiocese “to pray for 
a change of attitude so that we might 
now look upon our state institutions 
as principally centers of rehabilita- 
tion and healing.” 


WITH REGARD TO capital punish- 
ment, Archbishop Sanchez quoted 
from the document Community and 
Crime, published by the U.S. Catholic 
Conference in 1978, which said that 
“past history shows that the death 
penalty in its application has been 
discriminatory with respect to the 
disadvantaged, the indigent, and the 
socially impoverished.” The docu- 
ment also noted, the archbishop said, 
that recent data from corrections 
resources question the effectiveness 
of the death penalty as a deterrent to 
crime. 


Archbishop Sanchez continued: “It 
should be clearly stated here that 
Catholic teaching accepts the 
principle that the state has the right to 
take the life of a person guilty of a 
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serious crime and that the state may 
take appropriate measures to protect 
itself and its citizens from grave harm. 
Nevertheless, as the bishops of the 
U.S. Catholic Conference indicated 
in their statement on capital 
punishment, approved at their 
November meeting in 1980, ‘the 
question for judgment and decision 
today is whether capital punishment 
is justifiable under present circum- 
stances.’” 


Noting that there is an “anti-life 


mentality” in the United States, 
Archbishop Sanchez said: “As 


Catholic Christians we are called to 
stop the erosion of life through 
respect for-life. This respect for life 
causes us to seek ways beyond 
retribution to the rehabilitation of 
body and spirit.”

Black families hurting, 
says Father Conwill 


DENVER (NC)—Social disorgani- 
zation in U.S. society is “mangling 
black family cohesiveness,” said 
Father Giles Conwill, a priest of the 
Diocese of San Diego who is 
currently studying at Emory Univer- 
sity in Atlanta. 


Father Conwill, who has been an 
official of the bishops’ National Office 
for Black Catholics (NOBC), made 
his remarks at a gathering of mainly 
black Catholics at Cure D’Ars Church 
here. He listed a number of factors 
that are currently harming black 
family life in this country: 


© The increasing number of black 
females to black males. 


e The number of black males in 
prison. He said there are 329,000 
black men in prison now. That factor 
threatens black family survival, he 
said. 


e The growing acceptability of. 
homosexuality. 


e Unemployment, particularly of 
black teen-agers. 


e Mobility. He said extended 
families living together are becoming 
less characteristic of blacks today. 


Blacks need the family “to keep our 
race alive,” the priest said. “The 
family is where we get our personal 
identity.”” Saying that the family 
provides love and recognition for its 
members, Father Conwill said people 


will express love later in life in the way 
they learned as children from their 
parents. 


Factors causing a break-up of the 
nuclear family among blacks include: 


e@ Unisexualism, in which there is a 
confusion of gender identification. 


e “Anti-male, anti-maternal fem- 
inism.” 

e “The romanticizing of single 
parenthood.” 


e Male-female relationships “that 
are temporary purposefully,” and 


e Black male-female competition. 


Father Conwill was highly critical 
of what he called the “Super Fly 
Syndrome,” an increase in sexual 
activity among young black males 
who do not want to marry. These 
young men develop what Father 
Conwill called “super stud charac- 
teristics.” He said they “lose respect 
for young black women” and develop 
“a pimp personality” toward black 
women. 


Noting the “scarcity of black 
priests,” Father Conwill said there are 
about 300 in the. United States. He 
urged black families to have literature 
about and pictures of black priests, 
nuns, and deacons in their homes and 
to invite black priests and nuns into 
their parishes.

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Women’s roles remain 
traditional, study shows 


DAYTON, Ohio (NC) —‘‘Many 
Priests would rather that we just-ran 
the bake sales. But we’ll never go 
back to that world,’ Kathleen 


O’Conner said of the roleof women in 3 


Church ministry. 

But a Church ministry study 
presented at a conference held in 
Dayton showed that many of the 
ministries performed by women 
remain traditional, although both 
men and women expressed a desire 


for change.

MRS. O’CONNER, assistant 
director of pastoral planning for the 
Harrisburg, Pa., diocese, was one of 
50 participants in the Dayton 
conference. The participants, 
including nuns, lay women, bishops, 
lay men, and priests, agreed that 
more women are entering into 
Church leadership but said much 
more could be done. 


Their recommendations included a 
call for a study of women’s experi- 
ences in seminary training; a program 
of ministry training in every diocese 
that would be open to all qualified 
people; money for ministry education 
to be distributed equally among all 
students; encouragement for Church 
theologians to study crucial issues 
like women’s ordination; efforts 
toward finding a way for preaching to 
be done by the non-ordained, 
including women. 


The group’s conclusions were based 
upon the study-of women in Church 
ministry sponsored by the Leader- 
ship Conference of Women Religious 
(LCWR) and carried out by the Center 
for Applied Research in the Apos- 
tolate (CARA) and the Princeton 
Religion Research Center. 


STEWARDSHIP ’81 


AT THE OPENING session of the 
symposium, “Women in Ministry,” a 
portrait of the typical woman in 
ministry emerged: she is middle- 
aged, well-educated, married, and 
the mother of a small family. 
Although she has had some college 
training, she has had little training for 
her specific ministry and looks upon 
her ministry as an important part of 
her life. 


According to Florence Rosenberg 
of CARA, 75 percent of women’s 
ministries fell into the categories of 
education, liturgy, or administrative 
support services. 


Conclusions drawn by Ms. Rosen- 
berg tended to show that although 
women are taking part in new and 
innovative ministries, the traditional 
female activities still continue -to 
predominate. 


IN NEWARK, N.J., Archbishop 
Peter L. Gerety has called on all 
priests, Religious, and laymen in his 
archdiocese to eliminate all discrimi- 
nation against women. 


He also urged vigorous support for 
legislation to remove discrimination 
based on sex in employment, 
education, business, housing, 
welfare, and family support. 


Concerning the ordination of 
women, Archbishop Gerety said that 
“various arguments pro and con have 
been advanced and, in the future, 
discussions on the question will 
probably continue.” He then cited the 
1976 declaration of the Vatican 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith which reaffirmed the traditional 
teaching that priestly ordination is 
reserved to men.

Power of prayer to be 
aimed at abortion clinic 


EL CAJON—The power of prayer 
is being used by Concerned Citizens 
for Human Life in the struggle against 
abortion. 


Mrs. Anne Fitch, a registered nurse 
who. teaches Natural Family Plan- 
ning, pointed to a novena of Masses 
last year at Our Lady of Grace Church 
here and the September closing of an 
abortion clinic on El Cajon Bivd. 


WAS THERE ANY connection 
between the novena and the shut- 


. down of the clinic? “We can’t claim it 


was due to prayer, but it was a small 
bit of a miracle,” said Mrs. Fitch. 


Another novena of nine First 
Saturday Masses will be starting at 8 
a.m. on March 7. Afterwards the 
participants will proceed to the 
“Family Planning Associates Medical 
Group” at 6495 Alvarado Rd. in San 
Diego for a Rosary procession. Mrs. 
Fitch said the site is part of a12-clinic 
abortion business run by Dr. Edward 
Allred, who by his own estimate 
claimed 40,000 abortions last year. 


In addition to praying the Rosary, a 
mobile counseling unit will be on 
hand to advise women of alternatives 
to abortion. The unit will be staffed by 
doctors, nurses, and counselors 
active in the pro-life movement. Free 
pregnancy testing and information 
about Natural Family Planning will 
also be available.

El Tribunal responde a las criticas

SAN DIEGO—;Estan, en efecto, las cortes 
eclesiasticas de Estados Unidos concediendo 
divorcios cuando deben unicamente expedir 
declaraciones de nulidad? Frecuentemente los 
criticos de los tribunales americanos hacen esta 
acusacion, y el discurso del 24 de enero del Papa 
Juan Pablo II afiadid combustible al fuego.

En sus palabras ante la Rota Romana, el Santo 
Padre lamento lo que él llama “rapidas y faciles” 
declaraciones de nulidad; el papa también citd 
estadisticas que demuestran un aumento del 5,000 
por ciento en los decretos de nulidad condedidos en 
Estados Unidos, los cuales representan tres cuartas 
partes de las declaraciones de nulidad concedidas 
por la Iglesia Catolica Romana en todo el mundo. 


EL QUE HA HABIDO un marcado aumento de 
declaraciones de nulidad en Estados Unidos no lo 
disputa el Padre Michael J. Gallagher, oficial del 
tribunal diocesano de matrimonios aqui. Pero, 
como indica el Padre Gallagher, debido al que hace 
una década se concedia un numero muy escaso de 
anulaciones, cualquier aumento en las cifras 
aparenta ser un porcentaje muy grande. 


Desde 1970 se dispens6 alos obispos americanos 
de 23 normas procesuales, incluyendo un proceso 
de apelacién automatica que es requerida en el 
resto del mundo, nos informa el Padre Gallagher. Se 
dice que muchos observadores en el Vaticano 
concluyeron que las palabras del papa son una 
critica abierta y directa del proceso de las cortes 
americanas. 


“Nosotros nos apegamos fielmente a las normas 
procesuales que nos fueron otorgadas por el 
Vaticano,” dice el Padre Gallagher. “Nos adherimos 
estrictamente a ellas, y los casos que manejamos 
estan en perfecta conformidad con los requisitos 
del Cédigo del Derecho Candénico.” 


MUCHA DE LA CRITICA dirigida a los decretos 
de nulidad, especialmente en aquellos matrimonios 
de larga duracién, viene de la perspectiva de 
aquellos que se encuentran afuera mirando hacia 
adentro, nos hace notar el Padre Gallagher. 
“Nosostros estamos adentro, pero obviamente no 
podemos defender nuestras decisiones publica- 
mente por la absoluta confidencialidad del proceso 
del tribunal.” 


“La mayoria de los matrimonios que comparecen 
ante el tribunal,” dice el Padre Gallagher, ‘se tratan 


de personas jévenes casadas por un corto tiempo, 
muchos de ellos habiendo excluido la posibilidad 
de tener hijos, raz6n que por si sola nulifica un 
matrimonio, o casos en los que no existe el 
conocimiento de la responsabilidad del compromi- 
so del matrimonio como lo entiende la Iglesia 
Catolica.” 


“El tribunal tiene la obligacion estricta de 
proteger la santidad y la indisolubilidad del 
matrimonio por un lado,” dice, “pero por otro lado, 
debe responder a los agravios de los fieles. Entre 
estas dos alegaciones conflictivas esta el terreno en 
donde tiene que trabajar el tribunal.” 


EL EXCMO. CLETUS F. O'DONNELL, obispo dé 
Madison, Wisc., licenciado en derecho candnico y 
miembro del comité de asuntos candnicos de la 
conferencia de obispos de Estados Unidos, esta de 
acuerdo con los puntos de vista del Padre 
Gallagher. 


“No. creo que nuestras declaraciones de nulidad 
sean pronunciamientos faciles y rapidos,” dice el 
obispo. “Yo conozco a muchos hombres que 
trabajan en este ramo y sé que se oponen a tales 
pronunciamientos faciles y rapidos.” 


Antes del uso de las normas, se creaba mas 
injusticia que justicia,” dice el obispo. “Toda 
persona tiene derecho, en justicia, a ser escuchada. 
No todos tienen derecho a una anulacion.” Y ahade 
que “la justicia demorada, es justicia negada.” 


“LA UNICA MANERA pragmatica de hacer que 
las ensefanzas de Jesucristo sobre la indisolubili- 
dad del matrimonio sobrevivan es el sistema de 
tribunales. Las personas, de otra manera, se’ 
alejarian,” dice. 


El Padre Gallagher nos hace notar que el ideal es 
sanar un matrimonio en lugar de que sea necesario 
el divorcio o la anulacion. “Pero un consejero 
matrimonial bueno y experto no se encuentra 
facilmente, y este curso de acci6n seria un proceso 
lento y consumidor de tiempo para personas que 
buscan una soluci6n pronta a sus problemas.” 


No nay nada apresurado o facil en el proceso de 
anulaci6on de la Didcesis de San Diego, dice el Padre 
Gallagher, enfatizando que el tribunal local actua en 
perfecta conformidad con las normas y leyes de la 
Iglesia universal. Y los que critican al tribunal, 
segun él, Unicamente: conocen un aspecto de la 
situacion total.

lay Catholics that there is a “close link between your 
demanding professional activities and the hard toil 
of the factory worker, the life of the worker on the 
land, the self-denial of the housewife in the home.” 


TO THE STUDENTS AT Santo Tomas University, 
the pope said the Church does not fear “the 
intensity of your feelings.” The Holy Father urged 
the young people to concentrate on building 
character “strong, rich, and consistent, one that is 
free and responsible, sensitive to genuine values, a 
character that accepts the superiority of being over 
having, one that perseveres in challenges and shuns 
escapism, facile compromises and self-centered- 
ness.” 


Before returning to the apostolic nunciature for 

s lunch and rest, Pope John Paul went to the poor of 

‘Manila’s waterfront Tondo slum, which Pope Paul VI 
visited 11 years earlier. 


“Because of Christ | make all your concerns and 
struggles my own; because of my love of Christ! am 
with you in your efforts to ensurea worthy future for 
yourselves and your children; because of Christ’s 
supreme love for you | preach to you an uplifting 
Gospel of eternal life,” said the pope. 


THE POPE URGED HIS listeners to “accept the 
gift of life from God and value it because it comes 
from God,” and reminded them that the Church’s 
commitment to the poor was not an option but a 
“duty because it is God who wishes all human 
beings to live in accordance with the dignity that He 
bestowed on them.” 


At a ceremony marking the beatification of 
Lorenzo Ruiz, martyred in Japan nearly four 
centuries ago, the pope told a crowd of one million 
people that “to die for the faith is a gift to some; to 
live for the faith is a call for all.” 


"Later in the day, the Holy Father told the 

' diplomatic corps that the Church “has no political 
ambitions...her competence, like her mission, is 
religious and moral in nature.” 


BUT THE POPE COULD not escape the problem 
of politics altogether. He told a group of about 100 
Chinese Christians who came to Manila from 
throughout Asia to meet with him that there is “no 
opposition or incompatibility in being at the same 
time truly Christian and authentically Chinese.”

The pope’s remarks were seen as an overture of 
sorts to the mainland Chinese Catholic Church, 
which has been in a state of schism since 1958 when 
Pope Pius XI| excommunicated the hierarchy for 
episcopal ordinations without Vatican approval. 
The Chinese Communists in 1949 turned the Roman 
Catholic Church on the mainland into the National 
Association of Patriotic Catholics. 


(In Peking, just hours after the pope’s remarks, 
Bishop Michael Fu, whose jurisdiction is not 
recognized because of an illicit, but valid, 
ordination, said, “It’s hard to say about the future. 
God will handle all affairs well,” although he 
indicated that Vatican diplomatic ties with the 
Nationalist government on Taiwan were a 
hindrance to ties with the mainland government.) 


ON THURSDAY (FEB. 19) the Holy Father 
celebrated a Mass for peace at Quezon City outside 
of Manila. “It is God the Father’s plan that the peace 
which His beloved Son won for us should be 
communicated to every human being, individually 
and as a member of society,” he said in his homily. 


Pope John Paul then flew to Cebu City, where 
enthusiastic crowds lined his nine-mile trip in from 
the airport. As the papal motorcade crossed the 
Mactan-Manduae bridge, over 2,000 boats moved 
down the river in his honor. 


At the Sacred Heart Auditorium in Cebu, the 
pontiff told 1,200 priests and seminarians that 
celibacy “gives testimony to a dimension of love 
patterned upon the love of Christ Himself,” and went 
on to make a very clear distinction between the 
ministry of lay people and that of the ordained 
minister. 


“PRIESTHOOD IS A-SACRAMENT whose 
celebration affects the entire Church, and the whole 
Church...must take care that its celebration is not 
diminished through misunderstanding or 
misplaced zeal for a multiplication of ministries 
intended as a substitution for the ministerial 
priesthood,” he said. 


The pope then stopped at the Shrine of Santo 
Nino, which contains the oldest relic in the 
Philippines: an image of the Child Jesus given to a 
local king by the 16th-century explorer Ferdinand 
Magellan, who discovered and claimed the islands 
for Spain. The pope also passed Magellan’s cross, 
erected when the first Mass on Philippine soil was

celebrated in April 1521. 


At a Mass for families later that day, the pope 
noted that “with legitimate pride one can say that 
whatever the Church teaches today on marriage 
and family has been her constant teaching in fidelity 
to Christ. The Catholic Church has consistently 
taught— and | repeat it here with the conviction that 
springs from my office as chief pastor and teacher — 
that...the bond uniting husband and wife is by 
God’s will indissoluble...and that marriage must be 
open to the transmission of human life.” 


FRIDAY, FEB. 20, was perhaps the busiest day of 
the pontiffs entire visit to the Philippines. After 
leaving Cebu, Pope John Paul visited three other 
cities. His first stop was at Davao on Mindinao 
Island, where Moslems are engaged in a rebellion 
against the Marcos government. 


Only a tiny fraction of the Philippine population is 


“not Catholic, and in a private meeting with Moslem 


leaders the pope called them “brothers” and later 
told a crowd estimated at 500,000 people, “If my visit 
here would only make all of you love one another 
just a little bit more. ... then my visit, by God’s graces, 
would be fruitful and worthwhile.” 


The pope's Philippine Air Lines Boeing 727 next 
took him to Bacolod, where he reaffirmed what he 
has told farmers and agricultural workers in Mexico, 
the United States, Brazil, and Africa: “The land is a 
gift of God to all humanity.” The pope, who was 
once a quarry worker in Poland, told the people that 
by the work of their hands they are “collaboratorsin 
the continuing work of salvation.” 


HE ASKED HIS AUDIENCE to be guided by the 
“demands of justice’ and not by the “selfish 
accumulation of goods,” a message given both to 
the owners, managers, and workers ona large sugar 
plantation. 


The pope’s last stop of the day was the island of 
Loilo. In the cathedral of the Archdiocese of Jaro, 
the pontiff told a crowd of several hundred thousand 
people that he strongly endorsed Catholic lay 
movements, but warned that ‘ideological 
temptations may present themselves and divisions 
may arise, (but) the grace of Christ is sufficient for 
you...Christ’s grace calling you to unity and 
fraternal love.” 


POPE JOHN PAUL is now in Japan, and next 
week’s Southern Cross will carry a summary of the - 
remainder of his journey to the Far East.
